Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3,4,6,7,9,10,11 and 21 to 23 are allowed.

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 

the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 

1 02 or 1 03 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 

features as presented in independent claims ( 1 and 8 ) including the combination of 

" "forming a second insulating film comprising a metal oxide film or a metal 

silicate film by oxidizing said metal compound film," "forming a first insulating 
film, selected from a silicon oxide film, a silicon nitride film, and a silicon

oxynitride film, in a semiconductor substrate; forming a metal compound film 
on the first insulating film." ( for device claims see USP No. 6,737,716).
